The services provided include outreach services to unsheltered households, essential services to sheltered households in 
emergency shelters, and financial assistance and housing search and stabilization services to households experiencing homelessness or at 
imminent risk of becoming homeless.

Many of Missouri’s affordable housing resources are coordinated by MHDC. As the state housing 
finance agency, MHDC is dedicated to strengthening communities and the lives of Missourians through 
the financing, development and preservation of affordable housing. Funding decisions are made in 
accordance with the QAP and other allocation plans (including the HTF allocation plan) approved 
annually by MHDC Board of Commissioners. MHDC administers the HOME funds for the non- 
entitlementa areas of the state, the HTF for the entire state and works with DSS to oversee the 
allocation of ESG funds for the state of Missouri.

MHDC met the one year match goal, however there is still a substantial amount of excess 
match. Rental Housing Production HOME funds in Missouri are typically used in conjunction 
with the federal and state low-income housing tax credit (LIHTC) programs. In most cases, when 
HOME funds and LIHTC are used together, the development may receive up to 75% of its 
financing through tax credit equity. Authorized by Congress in 1986 to encourage production of 
affordable rental housing, the Federal Low Income Housing Tax Credit Program allows 
corporations and individuals to invest in affordable housing in exchange for a dollar-for-dollar 
credit against the taxes those investors will owe over a 10-year period. In 1992, the state of 
Missouri formed a State Low-Income Housing Tax Credit Program that may currently match up 
to 100% of the federal credits to further encourage private-sector participation in the 
construction and rehabilitation of affordable, low-income housing. Most tax credits are sold 
directly to corporations, corporate funds or limited partnerships through public or private 
syndication. The private sector investors in these affordable, low-income housing projects are 
allocated federal tax credits and state tax credits, which can be used to offset the investor's 
federal and state income tax liability on a dollar-for-dollar basis over a 10-year period.

The 
numbers reported here do not meet our one-year goal for homeless and non-homeless households, 
MHDC will continue to take our goals and outcome into consideration in the creation of future action 
plans. The outcomes of the ESG program greatly exceeded its established goals due to the increased 
need from the Covid pandemic and the additional CARES Act ESG funds. Though the state has exceeded

funding available, potential for complications with monitoring duplication of benefits and too many 


programs working against each other is possible.

Each continuum of care in Missouri operates a coordinated entry system through which all persons 
experiencing homelessness are assessed and connected to services. A dynamic prioritization list allows 
the most vulnerable to receive assistance more quickly and constantly improving diversion tactics help 
to prevent persons from entering the homeless system. Funded organizations also provide various wrap 
around services and case management to help address the various needs each person seeking 
assistance may have. Additionally, MHDC encourages all of its grantees to participate in the CoC, which 
increases the level of community participation and coordination across the state. 


Addressing the emergency shelter and transitional housing needs of homeless persons 


During the Covid pandemic MHDC utilized its additional ESG-CV funding to fund new shelters and 
temporary shelters across the state to address the increased need. All funded organizations are 
encouraged to actively participate in their communities and CoC's to ensure a community wide 
coordination effort. Point in Time Counts are conducted in each CoC each year so that a true measure of 
the needs in any given CoC can be accurately assessed and the CoC's can take steps to address those 
needs. Additionally, the Missouri Interagency Council on Homelessness actively meets and coordiates 
with all 8 Missouri CoC's to assess and address the needs of persons at risk of homlesness or who are 
currently homeless. 


Helping low-income individuals and families avoid becoming homeless, especially extremely 
low-income individuals and families and those who are: likely to become homeless after 
being discharged from publicly funded institutions and systems of care (such as health care 
facilities, mental health facilities, foster care and other youth facilities, and corrections 
programs and institutions); and, receiving assistance from public or private agencies that 
address housing, health, social services, employment, education, or youth needs 


Each CoC operates a coordinated entry system which assess persons seeking assistance and places them 
ona dynamic prioritization list. Diversion is an important piece of the coordinated entry system so that 
persons may be directed or coached to find potential solutions and avoid entering the homeless system. 
Organizations funded throught the ESG program also provide many different wrap around services along 
with case management services which are utilized to help assess needs for all persons seeking 
assistance. Additionally, the Missouri Interagency Council on Homelessness actively meets and 
coordiates with all 8 Missouri CoC's to assess and address the needs of persons at risk of homlesness or 
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who are currently homeless. 


Helping homeless persons (especially chronically homeless individuals and families, families 
with children, veterans and their families, and unaccompanied youth) make the transition to 
permanent housing and independent living, including shortening the period of time that 
individuals and families experience homelessness, facilitating access for homeless individuals 
and families to affordable housing units, and preventing individuals and families who were 
recently homeless from becoming homeless again 


Robust diversion tactics and many wrap around services are essential to providing the best possible care 
to all persons seeking assistance. Additionally, active CoC participation, coordiated entry participation, 
and accurate point in time counts across the state serve to help the state and each CoC assess need and 
respond. Organizations funded through the ESG program also provide many different wrap around 
services along with case management which help to provide solutions and connect persons seeking 
assistance to services. Additionally, the Missouri Interagency Council on Homelessness actively meets 
and coordiates with all 8 Missouri CoC's to assess and address the needs of persons at risk of 
homlesness or who are currently homeless.

Priorities and funding for PHAs and the state CPD programs 
continue to evolve as the imposition of stay-at-home orders and the ongoing economic challenges press 
Missouri residents. The state is committed to maintaining a strong collaboration with PHAs; their 
insight, experience and reach is invaluable to more effective state planning processes. 


Further collaboration is needed between the PHAs and community housing / service providers — 
including but not limited to, strategies to end homelessness, affordable housing planning efforts, and 
allocation plan targets. PHAs and service providers work to serve the same end; to provide Missourians 
safe, decent and affordable housing.

The state will continue to encourage these collaborations with opportunities for shared 
training and involvement with state housing and community development planning efforts.

MHDC has identified those 
affected by the COVID-19 pandemic as persons with increased vulnerability and at-risk of homelessness.

19 response and ensure housing stability across the state. Funds authorized in response to the COVID 
pandemic will be used to prevent homelessness, provide emergency shelter, pay for rent and utility 
arrears as well as rent and utility payments to keep renters housed, and for other housing stability 
services. The Department of Economic Development will continue its relationship with partner agencies 
(state, federal and local) to meet the non-housing community development needs of Missouri. 


Actions taken to reduce lead-based paint hazards. 91.220(k); 91.320(j) 


MHDC’s Lead Based Paint Policy and Procedures for the rental rehabilitation program can be found at 
www.mhdc.com For MHDC’s HOME / HeRO program (homeowner repair) sub-recipients are required to 
provide their own procedures for addressing lead-based paint issues within the single-family homes they 
will be rehabilitating, including staff and contractor certifications and procedures for lead risk 
assessment. The ESG program requires a lead-based paint visual assessment for all units being assisted 
with ESG financial assistance (rent assistance, utility assistance, utility/rent deposits, or arrears), if the 
unit was constructed prior to 1978, and a child under the age of six is or will be living in the unit. This 
screening must be completed and kept in client files for review during compliance visits. 


Actions taken to reduce the number of poverty-level families. 91.220(k); 91.320(j) 


The Missouri Interagency Council on Homelessness (MICH) is a Governor appointed committee 
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consisting of state departments, non-profit agencies, eight CoC, and formerly homeless citizens. All 
agencies participating in the Consolidated Planning Process have a seat on this committee. The MICH 
was established with a mission to promote public and private coordination and collaboration, develop 
new strategies to evaluate and reallocate resources, remove barriers to accessing services, evaluate 
unmet needs and provide supportive services and affordable housing needs, implement effective 
solutions to build economic security and promote and support activities that prevent homelessness. In 
addition to the GCEH, the Missouri CAN network allows state agencies to collaborate with service 
providers at the local level. Community Action Agencies are often the most direct link between citizens 
and the state for direct assistance. The partnership between the state and CAN is instrumental when 
allocating disaster assistance, housing and homelessness prevention money. 


Actions taken to develop institutional structure. 91.220(k); 91.320(j) 


All Missouri CoC’s were required to implement a CE System to coordinate and prioritize homeless 
assistance funding no later than January 2018. The CE structure is meant to serve as the primary 
resource for people experiencing or at imminent risk of becoming homeless; its success relies on 
cooperation and transparency. For participating homeless service and housing providers, the CE system 
provides a construct for process improvement and fosters institutional structure. 


The Department of Economic Development partners with various state and federal agencies (including, 
but not limited to the Missouri Department of Natural Resources, Missouri Department of 
Transportation, Delta Regional Authority, U.S. Department of Agriculture — Rural Development, U.S. 
Department of Commerce — Small Business Administration, State and Federal Emergency Management 
Agencies, and the Economic Development Administration) to collectively meet the needs of eligible 
areas of the State. In addition, the Department has an excellent relationship with the Missouri Regional 
Planning Commissions/Councils of Government. 


Actions taken to enhance coordination between public and private housing and social service 
agencies. 91.220(k); 91.320(j) 


MHDC continues to broaden its partnerships between state, local, not-for-profit and faith based 
providers including but not limited to participation with the CE program, MICH, PHAs, disaster taskforces 
and recovery programs, CAN and the Missouri Workforce Housing Association.

Data from the Cookingham Institute “revealed that the most critical housing need among Missourians is 
for rental units affordable to households at or below 30% AMI. For instance, the rate of severe housing 
cost burden—paying 50% or more of gross monthly income for housing—among ELI renters ranges from 
a low of 45.35% in the combined area represented by Lawrence, Henry, Vernon, Cedar, Barton, St. Clair, 
and Dade Counties to a high of 71.97% in the Springfield MSA.” In addition to income barriers, Missouri 
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renters face obstacles in the form of large initial costs needed to move into a housing unit, the lack of 
accessible units for people living with physical disabilities, individuals living with mental illness / co- 
occurring disorders and the need for support services for these individuals, and ex-offenders coming 
back into their communities with few options for permanent housing. Creating more affordable housing 
options for all Missourians and improving access to affordable housing resources for those who need it, 
will continue to be priorities for MHDC.

CDBG monitoring checklists are provided to all grantees during the initial training for grant 
administration to clarify compliance requirements and to inform the grantees of the areas to be 
monitored. CDBG grantees are required to submit to the state compliance specialist for that area all 
required ordinances/resolutions involving excessive force, anti-lobbying, and fair housing; all financial 
paperwork setting up the grant; and enough environmental paperwork to be able to allow the release of 
funds. The compliance specialist will evaluate the new project in terms of risk or need for oversight or 
assistance and decide, with the consensus of program management, whether the project requires one 
or two field monitoring. The field monitoring will take place at strategic times in the life of the 

project. Technical assistance visits may be scheduled any time necessary, in addition to the required 
monitoring visit. The four primary components of CDBG monitoring are progress on planned activities, 
program compliance, fiscal management, and fiscal compliance. It is the responsibility of each CDBG 
grant recipient to develop a system to assure that the financial and program compliance provisions 
established by federal and state law and supporting regulations and provisions are met. In addition to 
complying with all appropriate provisions, recipients must be assured that outside contractors and 
delegate agencies are likewise in compliance with the various laws and regulations. During the 2021 
program year, the compliance specialist conducted 121 onsite/virtual monitorings, 136 technical 
assistance opportunities, and 49 new grantee trainings.

The state maintains its basic objective of meeting critical community development needs such as 
infrastructure, housing, and economic development. In each category an emphasis is still placed on (1) 
need (defined by the projects relation to: a threat to health and safety; environmental damage; project 
viability; property damage; and growth), (2) impact (defined by strategy; cost effectiveness; operation 
and maintenance capacity; and self-sustaining capabilities), (3) past efforts to address the need (defined 
as feasibility efforts by the community to solve the problem), and (4) local effort (defined as cash match; 
tax/effort; and in-kind services). 


The primary uses of CDBG funding, as designated by the Department of Economic Development, are for 
community infrastructure development and economic development. Below, we are reporting regarding 
projects awarded with prior program year funds during the 2021 Program Year; however, we are 
reporting actual beneficiaries for projects that closed during the 2021 Program Year. Missouri continues 
to accept applications through competitive application cycles and will utilize the FY21 funding to award 
projects through this process. 

At the end of the 2021 Program Year (April 1, 2021 - March 31,2022) the prior year funds have been 
allocated as reported below: 

Job Creation: Economic Development: $1,964,000, 2 economic development projects 

Public Facilities: Community Facilities: Awarded $4,400,211 for 9 Community Facilities projects, Work 
Force Initiative: Awarded $998,800 for 2 Workforce Development Projects. 

Public Infrastructure & Improvements: Housing: Missouri funds projects in small communities using a 
“demolition only” approach. The demolition only approach allows the opportunity to eliminate blighted, 
vacant, unsafe structures through demolition. 3 demolition projects were awarded with a combined 
amount of $445,771. General Infrastructure: awarded $9,476,826 for 25 projects including bridges, 
streets and drainage and $3,2,47,630 for 5 Water/Wastewater projects. Long Term Recovery: 
$14,681,797 in award for 4 projects. Emergency: $175,745 awarded for 2 projects. 

CDBG-DR: 24 total projects were awarded in Program Year 2021. $17,935,399 in DR-MIT projects. 


State of Missouri was awarded $43 Million dollars in CDBG-CV funding January 2021. Applications were 
received in program year 2021 and 41 projects in the amount of $41,123,077 was awarded to 
communities. CDBG-CV funds focus on activities to prevent, prepare for and respond to coronavirus. 
Priority activities include Public Service: healthcare response, dependent care for healthcare 
professionals, community response and job training for health care response; Community Facilities: 
facilities; facility activities and facility infrastructure; General Infrastructure: Bridges, Streets, Drainage, 
and Broadband; Economic Development: Industrial infrastructure, Missouri rural economic 
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opportunities, job training, industry hardship program; Demolition: residential and commercial; 
Planning: planning for COVID-19 and Broadband Infrastructure Planning. Also included are non-priority 
activities defined as all other CDBG-CV eligible activities, not included as a priority activity.

MHDC applicants participating in the LIHTC Tax credit program receives funding of their developments 
from the HOME Program. Funding in excess of $200,000 is required to participate in the Section 3 
Initiative. Each contractor and any sub-contractor receiving a contract of $100,000 also must submit a 
Section 3 Plan. Section 3 developments must publish notices in local newspapers, and post signs at the 
construction work site where the projects are located.

e MHDC held workshops attended by developers and general contractors who received Section 3 
covered funds.

e MHDC Section 3 Program Administrator encourages Section 3 contractors to use the HUD 
Business Registry and to self-certify on their website. 


CDBG projects funded after November 2020 are subject to the new Section 3 rule. Reporting for the 
new section 3 rule began July 2021. Funding in excess of $200,000 is required to participate in Seciton 
3. Section 3 contractors and developers must publish notes in local newspapter and post signs at 
construction work sites where projects are located. CDBG is committed to supporting the effort. The 
nwe section 3 has been implemented by CDBG with the 2021 program year.

The Division of Community and Public Health, Bureau of HIV, STD & Hepatitis within the Missouri Department of Health 
and Senior Services (MDHSS) has provided Ryan White (RW) Part B funded services and access to care for Missourians 
with HIV disease since 1986, The Grantee receives federal funds (CDC prevention funding, RW Part B/AIDS Drug 
Assistance Program (ADAP) and Housing Opportunities for Persons with AIDS (HOPWA) funding) and state general 
revenue funds to provide leadership and contractual efforts to maintain a system of Medical Case Management, core medical 
services and supportive services throughout the State to persons living with HIV. Healthcare Strategic Initiatives (HSI) is the 
MDHSS contracted benefits administrator and is responsible for providing direct payment for RW Part B, HOPWA and 
ADAP services. 


The Outstate HOPWA Program provides housing assistance to Missouri residents living with HIV and their families in the 
non-metropolitan and extreme rural regions in Missouri who are enrolled in the RW Case Management Program, Missouri 
has a total of 115 counties. The HOPWA formula region is considered “Outstate” in Missouri, and comprises all counties 
except for seven counties in the Kansas City region and six counties in the St. Louis region. The major metropolitan areas, St 
Louis and Kansas City, receive their own competitive HOPWA funding; therefore, collaboration with these programs is 
necessary to ensure no cross payments occur between Grantees. 


In Missouri, RW HIV Medical Case Management Is available to all HI'V diagnosed individuals that are at or below 300% of 
the Federal Poverty Level (FPL). RW Part B funded Case Managers perform all eligibility requirements for enrollment into 
the HIV Medical Case Management. Part of the assessment process is to identify needs that are unmet. Assessments include 
identifying core service needs, alternate payer sources, income resources, acess to medication and supportive services such 
as housing assistance. The latter is key in our efforts to prevent homelessness. Most clients who are enrolled in the RW HIV 
Medical Case Management system enter with no, low or very low income; and are referred to programs that meet their 
identified unmet needs. If housing assistance is identified as an unmet need, a collaborative housing plan will be created 
while the client is present. The housing plan includes goals and actions steps for the client and the RW Case Manager to 
work toward, All required HIV Case Management documentation is entered in the statewide electronic client database, 
enabling RW Grantees, RW service providers and RW Case Mangers to utilize and collect client level data for core and 
supportive services to ensure client needs are met and that the most accurate information is available in the HIV Medical 
Case Management system. Clients may also be referred directly to other housing agencies such as Section 8, Shelter Plus 
Care, Emergency Shelter Grant, and other state and local resources. The Southvvest region of Missouri serves the largest 
population of HIV case managed clients in the Outstate area. In order to ensure all program requirements are met for both the 
RW Program and the Outstate HOPWA Program leveraged funds provide funding for one full-time Housing Case Manager 
in the Southwest region. 


RW funding is accessed as a leveraging source to ensure the availability of direct housing needs such as Short-Term Rent, 
Mortgage and Utility assistance (STRMU) or Tenant Based Rental Assistance (TBRA). RW assistance is identified in the 
same way through assessment and housing plans when the client meets with their RW Case Manager and serves as a stop- 
gap measure to ensure stable housing for all clients. Each client has the same RW Case Manager for all of their HIV needs 
which supports the Missouri Continuum of Care Model. The Missouri Continuurn of Care Model has a proven track record 
of efficiency. 


MDHSS collaborates with and provides technical assistance to community based organizations, medical and non-medical 
providers and other RW funded programs. Of the clients currently enrolled in Outstate HIV Medical Case Management, 
7596 are below 100% of the FPL, HOPWA provides STRMU and TBRA assistance for eligible individuals or families that 
live in rural communities throughout the 2Outstate regions of Missouri. These individuals or families have limited or no 
resources, are unable to qualify for other programs due to prior poor rental history, or they have a criminal background, 
STRMU also focuses on assistance with short-term mortgage assistance for homeowners experiencing immediate difficulty 
with meeting their mortgage payment. vine difficulties may — due to illness or loss of employment income. HOPWA

A housing assessment is completed by the clicnt’s RW Case Manager. A housing referral is then submitted in the statewide 
electronic database for clients who are assessed with an unmet housing need, and if no other payer source is available. 
MDHSS provides direct payment to the landlord in all of the Outstate regions for STRMU and TBRA, without the use of sub- 
contractors or sub-recipients. The MDHSS currently funds the AIDS Project of the Ozarks for one full time Housing Case 
Manager in the Southwest region through another funding stream. The funding to HSI is their fee for being our fiduciary agent in 
distributing payments made by the program. Utility assistance is also a direct payment to the utility company after 
documentation has been submitted and verified. The housing assessment ts completed by the Case Manager who is working 
within that region and familiar with all state and federal resources in the area. The referral is processed through our statewide 
electronic client database for expedited payment and to ensure the best use of funding for all services provided through the 
Missouri HIV Medical Case Management system, This funding covers all Outstate regions of the state. Outstate includes all 
Missouri counties with the exception of seven counties in the Kansas City TGA region and six counties in the St Louis TGA 
region. 


During 2021, the Outstate TBRA Program assisted 317 individuals living with HIV and their families in maintaining stable 
housing. This assistance was provided in conjunction with access to medical care and other supportive services. During 2021, 
TBRA exceeded the projected goal of assisting 220 clients per year. While clients in need received housing assistance, it is 
anticipated that the COVID-L9 pandemic may have caused changes in the housing supply, 


In addition, the STRMU Program assisted 6 individuals living with HIV and their families remain in their homes. The STRMU 
Program continues to see a rise in short-term rent and utility assistance; however, RW funds have been leveraged to offset the 
costs associated with STRMU assistance. Client assessments and housing plans identified a lack of full-time employment or 
full-time income as the reason for requesting STRMU_ Also, applying for Supplemental Security Incame (SS!) and Social 
Security Disability Income (SSD!) can take an extended amount of time for approval. This may leave clients with no income in 
many cases and increases the burden on federal programs, Additionally, Missouri's Medicaid Programs have an overwhelming 
number of applicants and lengthy approval periods. This results in clients having no health coverage as they seek housing.

In the Action Plan, MDHSS proposed serving 220 clients with TBRA and 100 clients with STRMU. While the program 
exceeded the proposed number by serving 314 clients with TBRA, only 6 clients were assisted with STRMU funding who did 
not have full-time employment or full-time incarne. In 2021, the HOPWA Program assisted 317 unduplicated clients with an 
unmet housing need to maintain and/or establish stable, ongoing housing. The large number of clients served by these programs 
is likely attributable to several factors, including the ongoing national economic crisis and subsequemt impacts on affordable 
housing and job markets. In addition, due to various circumstances and changes in client needs, some clients that initially 
received STRMU assistance eventually needed TBRA in the sare program year-—In addition, the Outstate HOPWA program 
does not currently have a waiting list for services. The HOPWA program assisted an additional 71 Outstate clients with 
Emergency Financial Assistance which support Short-term rent, utilities and deposits. 


The Outstate HOPWA Program implemented several steps during 2021 to ensure each client who identified as having an unmet 
housing need was served. The Outstate HOPWA Program continues to revise supportive services and housing policies as needed. 
Each client that requested housing assistance had to have a housing plan that clearly identified housing and other unmet needs 
prior to receiving services. The Outstate HOPWA Program requires that housing plans be updated at mininwm every six-months 
during the clients HIV Medical Case Management update, or immediately if there are changes in the clients circumstances, 
Information contained within the housing plan enables RW Case Managers to identify and short-term and long-term 
unmet needs to stabilize housing for clients. In addition, an in-home inspection must be completed prior to approval for housing 
assistance to ensure the housing unit meets minimum standards and provides a safe and cleam living environment for the client. 
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The State of Missouri uses a statewide electronic client database that enables tracking of all HIV medical care visits, CD4 and 
viral load lab results, and a multitude of other care and supportive services, This database assists with activities to improve 
access to care and treatment by identifying progress towards goals, which is required to be updated every six-months. In 
addition, the database enables a seamless entry into the Missouri Continuum of Care, even if the client should move around the 
State. The Missouri Outstate HOPWA Program currently has no waiting list for services.

MDHSS requires proof of application or current status of a client's application to permanent community-based housing services 
in their area, every six-months, The client must update the application prior to the chent’s HIV Medical Case Management 
update. Updating the application ensures that any changes in circumstances are noted and assessed by other payer sources. This 
Process also ensures that HOPWA assistance is used as payer of last resort. Housing plans also emphasize budget planning, 
referral to employment networks, state employment centers, and vocational planning. 


HOPWA, Shelter Plus Care (SPC), and all other community based housing is coordinated and accessed véhen available, in all 
rural and non-metropolitan regions of Missouri. SPC and other community based housing have waiting lists of three or more 
years, while some extremely rural areas do not have housing assistance, at all. However, clients can access STRMU assistance to 
immediately provide stabilized housing for the client, If clients require long-term assistance, they are referred for TBRA 
assistance. This protocol ensures access to the HOPWA programs for hard to place clients, such as individuals who have been 
released from incarceration, shelters and transitional programs, for clients who have poor credit histories, or who are not eligible 
for public housing. MDHSS leverages RW funded RW Case Manager s to complete housing assessments, which subsequently 
allows the Program to utilize funding for direct client services,

Many of the clients enrolled in HIV Medical Case Management that receive housing assistance have multiple diagnoses, Mental 
health diagnosis” and substance use disorders (SUD) make it challenging for clients to manage the complexities of HIV and 
treatment regimens, In addition, a large number of clients do not understand legal contracts (2.9. leases) due to barriers that 
include literacy, language, and education. Without HIV Medical Case Management, these clients would most likely become 
homeless and lost to care and treatment. 


Since the inception of the RW Program, incorporating resources for mental health and SUD has been a priority. Addressing these 
co-occurring needs typically result in improved compliance with housing requirements and overall health related outcomes. 
However, with these complex co-morbidities and clients living longer with HIV/AIDS, they continue to be challenged with long- 
term medical issues such as diabetes, hepatitis, heart conditions and other chronic conditions.

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Credit and rental histories continue to be barriers for clients living in rural areas where housing units are already in short supply. 
In order to address these barriers, RW Case Managers develop regional resource lists that include housing owners or apartment 
complexes that will rent to clients with past credit or rental history problems. 

Approximately 23% of RW HIV Medical Case Management clients are living in extreme rural areas in Missouri, which presents 
more barriers for RW Case Managers to overcome. Barriers include limited housing availability, lack of affordable housing for 
no income or low income individuals, and scarce or no community based housing. In order to receive housing assistance many 
Clients must consider moving to unfamiliar areas where Community based housing units are available and leave behind support 
systems such as family members or friends. While affordable housing continues to be an issue, it is even more difficult for larger 
families that require several bedrooms to accommodate the size of the household. One and two bedroom units are more widely 
available statewide than single-family homes or units large enough to accommodate a large family. 


Lack of housing options for clients with criminal backgrounds also creates barriers for obtaining stable housing. Clients with 
criminal backgrounds are frequently overcharged for deposits and rent, or are not eligible to rent from many housing facilities or 
landlords. In addition, many clients vith criminal backgrounds also have issues with past credit and rental histories, thereby 
amplifying their barriers to affordable housing. RW Case Manager develop specific resource lists specifically for clients with 
criminal backgrounds within each Outstate region, In addition, the RW Program offers Transitional Case Management (TCM). 
TCM Case Managers reach aut to clients who are exiting the correctional system six-months prior to their release. The TCM 
Case Managers help clients preplan, do preliminary work for potential housing options, and assists with medical care 
appointments to help ensure that clients are not released from the correctional system into homelessness.

Approximately 105 new HIV cases were diagnosed in the Outstate regions of Missouri in calendar year 2021, Outstate counties 
are those referenced in the Grantee Executive Summary. Many of these individuals access care late, have opportunistic 
infections which are more costly to treat, and are at risk for homelessness because they are too ill to maintain employment. The 
COVID-19 pandemic has also played a role in some indrviduals maintaining steady, sustainable employment. MDHSS 
continues to coordinate efforts to target newly diagnosed individuals with a Linkage to Care (LTC) initiative. The LTC initiative 
ensures that individuals receive intensive counseling and HIV Medical Case Management at the onset of diagnosis or when they 
are newly identified to the MO HIV Case Management system. LTC Case Managers are trained to provide specific information 
to the client about the benefits of HIV treatment and services that are available to assist with the individual's overall health and 
well-Deing. The LTC initiative has proven to be successful with new or lost to care clients across the State; including in the St. 
Louis, Kansas City, and Southwest regions of the State, where the majority of HIV cases reside. 


RW Case Managers also report that clients have increased financial needs due to the rising cost of food, gasoline, and utilities. 
HIV Case Managers work with clients to budget for their financial challenges.
